DEAF AND DUMB M»l ■III' I IfT HTAlC'i Kl- 
IK SUMMIT COUNTY. 

Tai.lmadoe, May 28, 1879.— Many 
of the elderly people of Tallmadge feel 
that more should be said of the late 
Colonel Smith, of Middlobnry. Al- 
though I have bat little to work with I 
am solicited to add to your former 
notice. One of our oldest residents, 
Mrs. Nancy W. Jones (and by the way 
Mrs. J.'s name should have been among 
the folks in Tallmadge born in 1807), 
thinks that Colonel Smith was a rela- 
tive of General Martin Smith, one of 
the early pioneers of the Kftwrve, who 
settled in Vernon as first settler in 
1800, I think. General Smith was a 
native of Hartland, Conn., and it is 
thought that Colonel Smith was a na- 
tive of the same place or vicinity. It 
is well known that efforts were made 
as early as 181o to instruct the deaf 
and dumb ; and Rev. Thomas H. Gal- 
landet visited Europe, and at the lioyal 
Institution at Paris he obtained those 
qualifications for an instructor of the 
deaf and tomb. Accompanied by Mr 
Laurent Clerc, himself deaf and dumb, 
and for several years a successful 
teacher under the Abbe Sicar .1. Mr. 
Gallaudet returned to this country in 
August, 1816.

"Visible Bpeecb," "visihle speech," 
says one, "is a contradiction in t< rma. 
Speech is what we hear, not what wo 
term, when need, does 
does not consist in words uttered by 
organs, nor mere letters 
seen upon a black board i it means cer 
tain movements of the lips and mouth 
that can be seen and understood. 
ii is sometimes call- 
ed "lip reading." It is a medium of 

oommunicating ideas or knowledge 

to deaf mutes so that, by proper train- 
ing, this class of persons can d 
stand almost everything as W< 

who were never deaf and dumb. 
This mode of teaching is comparatively 
new in this country, and, wherever in- 
troduced, it creates very great interest. 
It is found, too, the more extensively 
and thoroughly it is taught, the great 
er the fob ited. Such are its 

OS that it is difficult for 

mger to form, at first, correct

attending it. We propose to state a 
few facts concerning this modo of 
teaching and its history in our coun- 
try. 

In 1843, Horace Mann, Secretary of 
the Massachusetts Hoard of Education, 
and Dr. S. ti.
